THE NEW CKNTBAL DEPOT. 


A Proud Agent In His New Offlce-A 


Freight Depot ihat Cost $1O.OOO. 


Mr. O. L. Hovey, the Decstnr agent for 


the Illinois Central railroad company, 
paid the REPUBLICAN office a short cell 
yesterday, but he was too modest to say 
anything about that handsome new 
freight depot now in use, though his more 
intimate friends note the fact that he is 
deservedly proud 
of 
the substantial 


structure. It is located opposite Front 
street, on a line with the railroad and a 
little south of the dingy passenger depot. 
It is built solidly of stone and brick, vhe 
brick coming entirely from the Decatur 
Steam Tile Factory. It is 132 feet wide, 
and 21C feet in length, not counting the 
spacious platforms for handling freight. 
The roof is made of slate, and the roofa 
over the platforms are of corrugated iron. 
Inside there are two improved Fairbanks 
scales, and at the north end is the neat 
oliico of Mr. M. Kugler, the check clerk. 
At the south end of the building, front- 
ing on Eldorado street, is the oflice of 
Mr. C. L. Hovey, the freight agent. It 
embraces a ppace 32x30 feet, and is fitted 
up neatly for convenience und comfort. 
Mr. Hovey has a room set apart as a pri- 
vate otlioe. 


The buildir>« is a solid one throughout, 


and will be plenty large eno&gh for De- 
oatur for many years to oome. The mac- 
adamized driveway on the west side is a 
feature that is highly appreciated by the 
transfer men. The old depot has been 
abandoned. It will probably be used for 
storage until all the railway companies 
whose roads center in Decatnr have a 
SOBSOL: of momentary sanity and agree to 
build a creditable Union passenger de- 
pot such as the city deserves.
